U.S., Soviet* Had 
Just Completed 


Rights Negotiations 


BOSTON (AP) - A U.S. lob- 


ster boat said a Soviet fishing 
trawler cut through its lobster 
gear early today, only hours aft- 
er American and Russian offi- 
cials met at sea to discuss al- 
leged harassment of Yankee 
lobstermen. 


Following the five-hour meet- 


Ing Wednesday aboard a Rus- 
sian ship, a State Department 
negotiator said the behavior of 
the 120-vessel Russian fleet in 
the next three weeks would de- 
termine whether the meeting 
was successful. 


Today's charge was made by 


the 
Westport-based 
Pat-San- 


Marie, which last weekend also 
reported Soviet bloc boats tore 
loose her lobster gear. 


The Pat-San-Marie told the 


Coast Guard 16 foreign trawlers 
crisscrossed through her lobster 
gear through the night about 20 
miles south of Nantucket Light- 
ship. 


The area is about 30 miles 


from the site of Wednesday's 
Russian-American parley. 


The' Coast Guard ordered the 


cutter Active to investigate the 
Pat-San-Marie report. The Ac- 
tive had been on patrol nearby. 


Following Wednesday's meet- 


Ing, State Department negotia- 
tor Donald L. McKernan termed 
the talks "reasonably success- 
ful," but added: 


"We want to see the activity 


of the Russian fleet in the next 
three weeks before I can say the 
proble'm is solved." 


Processing Plant 


McKernan headed an 11-mem- 


ber U.S. group that conferred 
Wednesday with the command- 
er of the Soviets' Atlantic fish- 
ing fleet. The meeting took 
place aboard the gray and rust- 
ing Eykhe, 537-foot mother ship 
of the fleet. The Eykhe is a 
floating processing plant sta- 
tioned about 80 miles southeast 
of Boston. 


The alleged harassment has 


involved the Soviets 
sailing 


through the Americans' lobster 
fishing area, their trawls snap- 
ping the Americans' lines and 
damaging their equipment. 


Four U.S. lobster fishermen 


who attended the meeting said 
in a joint statement: "We were 
encouraged by the response of 
the Soviets. The atmosphere 
was extremely friendly and they 
expressed a desire for coopera- 
tion. Now all that remains to be 
seen is if they were sincere." 


Responsibility 


McKernan said, "The Soviets 


acknowledged, generally, that it 
was their responsibility to look 
out for our gear ... They indi- 
cated that their government did 
not want any difficulty over it 
... It was my impression that 
their major concern was to get 
us off their backs." 


McKernan said the command- 


er of the Soviet fleet, Yurri I. 
Radtseve, agreed to reinstruct 
his fleet to be more careful of 
fixed lobster gear. 


After the session, McKernan 


said, the Americans sat down to 
lunch with the Russians. 


"What was for lunch, lob- 


ster?" a newsman asked. 


McKernan laughed. "No, it 


was chicken," he said.

Expansive Policy' 


In recent months, the board 


has followed a sharply expan- 
sive monetary policy, driving 
down record-high interest rates 
dramatically.

— Three news photographers, 
including Dennis Lee Royle of 
The Associated Press, were 
killed today in a Royal Navy 
helicopter crash in the English 
Channel during an Atlantic Alli- 
ance exercise. 


Two other photographers and 


the helicopter's two-man crew 
were plucked safely from the 
water by rescue craft which 
swarmed around the wreckage 
within minutes. 


Royle, 49, drowned. He ior-

Water Management Plan Proposed to Upgrade Fox River 


Even when industries and 


municipalities meet state pollu- 
tion orders next year, the Fox 


Invitations were mailed to 


some 250 organizations and 
individuals for The PostCres- 
cent P u b l i c Forum next 
Thursday.

River still will be miserably 
polluted. Bacterial pollution will 


be reduced but the oxygen 
content — vital to water quality 
— still may be below minimum 
state water quality standards. 


But promoters of a water 


management cleanup project 
have come up with a plan to 
upgrade this oxygen deficiency 
and are seeking federal funds to 
put it into operation. 


River Authority 


Fox Valley technicians de- 


signed the relatively unique 
management program and for- 
warded it this week to the 
federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, which has funds 
available f o r an innovative 
cleanup concept. Lake Winne- 
bago and the Fox are included 
in the project. 


The plan would create a 


regional river authority from 
officials of Brown, Outagamie, 
Winnebago, Calumet and Fond 
du Lac counties to organize the 
management project and oper- 
ate it. The management would 
complement industrial and mu- 
nicipal efforts but interfere with 
neither. 


Area officials and others in- 


terested in the project will get a 
closer look at it May 27 at a 
public forum conducted by The 
Post-Crescent and S t a t i o n 
WLUK-TV at The Pioneer Inn, 
Oshkosh. The waters condition, 
the state orders' effect and the 
needs of the lake and river will 
be discussed at (hat session. 


The primary goal of the 


forum will be to set up a 
committee, probably of county 


officials, who will then establish 
the river authority. The authori- 
ty would effect several manage- 
ment techniques recommended 
in the proposal through hired 
technicians. 


Some of the techniques could 


be easily implemented on the 
Lower Fox while others would 
require purchasing equipment. 
Some would require only adjust- 
ments in procedures now being 
used on the river. 


Several Methods 


The methods include better 


use of the lake to control the 
river water level; aeration of 
water by turbine venting in 
power plants and by sending 
water over spillways instead of 
through sluice gates; mechani- 
cal aeration and oxygen inject-

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Why Bail Out Lockheed? 


The 
effort 
by the 
Nixon 
Ad- 


ministration to extend loan guarantees 
of $250 million to the Lockheed Cor- 
poration headquartered in Southern 
California seems to be primarily a stop- 
gap measure to tide over one segment of 
the business community until the 
predicted and hoped for upswing in the 
nation's economy comes about. 


Helping Lockheed obviously does not 


help merely that one industry. 
Thousands of jobs and thousands of 
paychecks depend to some extent upon 
that corporation's survival. This is 
particuiariy important at a time when 
unemployment is frighteningly high, the 
cost of living continues to move upward, 
although at a reduced rate, and there 
have been a number of bankruptcies 
around the country. It should be noted 
that the Nixon Administration does not 
automatically pour $250 million of the 
national coffers from taxpayers' con- 
tributions into the company; it merely 
guarantees that private loans to 
Lockheed are secure. To some extent it 
demonstrates a confidence in Lockheed. 


But that confidence may be mis- 


placed, and might not be forthcoming if 
the backup funds were privately owned. 
Lockheed may be on the brink of 
financial disaster for a number of 
reasons, including the demise of 
England's Rolls Royce Corporation 
which made the engines used in many 
Lockheed planes, but there must have 
been also a certain amount of 
mismanagement to permit conditions to 
"get so far out of hand. At the very least a 
new board of directors should be 
proposed, a requirement specified by 
several Congressmen including some 
from California. 


Beyond that factor, the question, Why 


Lockheed? must come up. The cor- 


poration is a major defense contractor 
but not the only one. Mr. Nixon may be 
concerned about winning California in 
1972 but there are Lockheed plants in 
other states 
although 
Southern 


California would be the primary 
beneficiary. One of the reasons for some 
Congressional switches on the SST vote 
in the House of Representatives was 
pressure from 
SST backers on 


Congressmen from 
areas where 


Lockheed 
subsidiaries 
operate. 


Nevertheless the proposal appears to 
reward the inefficient at the expense of 
those corporations which have kept their 
financial heads above water by sound 
management. There are undoubtedly 
thousands of small businesses in the 
country that are floundering and which 
could be resurrected for the time being 
by guaranteed loans that might not even 
total $250 million. But there is no 
evidence in these cases or that of 
Lockheed that further salvage might not 
be necessary. 


There are reasons for government 


assistance to the handicapped, the 
mentally unstable or retarded, to 
educational institutions and health 
programs, to some segments of our 
economy when their failures have come 
about because of national policies. Help 
to industries changing from a war 
economy to a peace time one can be 
justified. So can federal aid to coal 
miners to find ways of earning a living in 
another field or to farmers when they 
are restricted from selling products at a 
profitable price. 


But so far the Nixon Administration 


and its primary spokesman in this 
matter, Secretary of the Treasury John 
Connally, 
have 
not 
sufficiently 


demonstrated that bailing out Lockheed 
is in the public interest.

It took awhile to realize why there 


was something different about the "off 
year" state convention of Republicans 
last weekend—the new four-year terms 
for state constitutional officers. 


Thus, the familiar launching of trial 


balloons and preliminary delegate 
wooing from- hopefuls for governor, 
attorney general and the rest was 
missing. Under the four-year term rule, 
it is a little early for that sort of thing. 
But habits are hard to break, and party 
members who view Atty. Gen. Robert 
Warren as the logical gubernatorial 
candidate in 1974 were already wearing 
buttons declaring that "Happiness Is A 
Winner" and that Warren is one. 


But Wisconsin will have legislative 


elections next year, when Republicans 
hope to regain control of the Assembly. 
There also will be a presidential and 
congressional election, and the con- 
vention heard the gospel which will be 
preached in that effort. 


Gov. Patrick Lucey got zinged pretty 


good. It never is too hard to find am- 
munition against an incumbent. For one 
thing, mistakes are made. Republicans 
are finding a great inconsistency — with 
justification — in the governor's posture 
of budget austerity contrasted with his 
$30,000 contract award with an Eastern 
publicity firm for highway safety ad- 
vertisements, the same firm which ran 
Lucey's television campaign last fall. 


For another thing, any governor has 


to scratch something out of the proposed 
budget. Republicans are finding mileage 


in reductions for the King Veterans 
Home and for school expenditures which 
would be transferred from state aids to 
local budgets. And it is hardly a secret 
that the governor's campaign oratory 
about substantial state help to reduce 
property taxes didn't quite come out that 
way once his administration added up 
the budget requests and new taxes 
needed to cover them. 


On the federal level, Rep. John 


Byrnes of Green Bay — hardly sounding 
like one who has said he may not run 
again — outlined the 1972 Republican 
campaign in a convention speech. 


President Nixon has kept his promise 


of getting the United States out of 
Vietnam, said Byrnes, who said he is 
convinced "we will be almost.entirely 
out by next summer."' Once more, he 
said, this is happening while meeting the 
pledge of giving the "South Vietnamese 
a fighting chance to preserve their own 
right of self-determination." On the 
pocketbook issues, Byrnes 
said 


Republicans can campaign on having 
turned around inflation and having 
corrected an economic mess which 
seemed impossible for a four-year task 
when Mr. Nixon was elected. 


The convention thus was another 


expression of the close party division in 
the state. The political parties may wish 
it were a bit more one-sided. But the 
close division is a good thing for the 
people of Wisconsin because of the alert 
and responsible party activity which it 
brings with it.

And a number of the sharpest 
Democratic debaters, in- 
cluding . Sea William Prox- 
mire of Wisconsin, are lining 
up for a shot at the Treasury 
Secretary. 


To be sure, Mr. Connally 


still commands tremendous 
assets. He remains one of the 
most effective and forceful 
men in American politics. He 
is by far the most interesting 
figure in the Nixon Cabinet, 
He has continuing ties with the 
powerful business community 
of the Southwest 


With Vice President Spiro 


Agnew apparently slipping in 
public esteem, Mr. Connally 
could be an attractive run- 
ning-mate for President Nixon 
in 1972. Democrats respect his

But no one in American

Midwest Apple Pie 
Shepherd's Pie 


A cherished remembrance 


for many of us is the food 
that came from the farm 
kitchen. For some the farm 
was home, for others it was 
and still is a lovely place to 
visit. P e r h a p s yesterday's 
"receipts" belong only to his- 
tory along with the black and 
nickel wood stove, the morn- 
ing glory trumpet talking ma- 
chine that stood in the parlor, 
or even the parlor itself with 
its marble-topped table hold- 
ing the family Bible and, the 
foot-pumped organ in the cor- 
ner. 


Yet, many of the old-fash- 


ioned foods still are made by 
modern farm cooks, although 
in many cases the "receipts" 
have been adapted to modern 
methods of preparation, short- 
cuts and convenience foods. 


Gathered for today's collec- 


tion are the old-time cruller 
or bowknot fashioned from pie 
pastry and enhanced with 
cinnamon and nutmeg. Warm 
from 
the oven, they 
are 


delicious with milk, coffee or 
tea. They are wonderful for 
breakfast or Sunday brunoh, 
their spicy smell whetting 
appetites of all comers. In 
modern version the recipe 
starts with time-saving pie 
crust mix; it's enriched with 
rice cereal to keep the deli- 
cacies moist and to add extra 
nutrients. 


Then there's the eternal 


goodness of apple pie, so dear 
to the families of the Midwest 
(probably to other regions, 
too) where it's been served 
since settling days for the big 
breakfast after the first farm 
chores are done. 


A supper favorite is Shep- 


herd's Pie with it's up-to-date 
mashed potato topping. This 
recipe has a new dimension in 
flavor and texture with the 
addition of chive cottage 
cheese beaten in with the 
potatoes. 


To represent the fishing 


season now upon us, the New 
England f a v o r i t e from 
Gloucester, 
Mass., 
whiting 


quickly and simply fried is the 
chosen recipe. This is an old 
method, used by fishermen'i 
wives for years and years. 
Here, we buy the fish frozen 
or adapt the recipe to a fresh 
catch. 


Old-fashioned c u r d cake 


made with California raisins 
is a special dessert that will 
be welcomed by Wisconsin 
cooks, who seem to have 
made the cheesecake a state 
food. Straight from farm days 
comes this recipe which uses 
low-fat cottage cheese or, if 
possible, t h e dry Italian 
ricotta. When put through a 
sieve and baked with sweet 
raisins in a cinnamon crumb 
crust, something worthwhile 
evolves worth adding to the 
family recipe collection. 


BUTTONS AND BOWS

Combine flour, sugar, bak- 


ing powder, cinnamon and 
nutmeg. Blend into cereal 
mixture. Form dough into a 
ball and knead several times 
on a lightly floured surface. 
Roll or pat out half-inch thick. 
Cut with floured doughnut 
cutter. 


To make bows take opposite 


sides of each ring with fingers 
and twist to form a figure 
"8". Place buttons or centers 
and bows on ungreased baking 
sheet. Bake in a preheated 425 
degree oven 10 to 12 minutes. 


Dip each button and bow in 
melted butter and roll in 
sugar. 
Recipe makes one 


dozen each of buttons and 
bows.

live by their own rules. 


This isn't the case with New 


York champagne, which is 
like other champagne though 
grapier. 


Nor with cold duck, that 


rara avis whose native habitat 
is the East. 


Nor with American sherry, 


with which at least two New 
York producers do very well. 


But how to describe and 


defend N e w York's table 
wines—the Burgundies and 
Clarets, Rhine Wines and Sau- 
ternes, whose tastes make 
mockery of their names? The 
mellow Lake Country, Pleas- 
ant Valley, and Naples Valley, 
and the frankly sweet Cataw- 
bas and Concords are more 
sensibly named. 


These wines all come from 


native American grapes, not 
members of the same family 
as the wine grapes of Europe 
and California. Some wine 
lovers find them musky and 
unattractive. 


But to innumerable wine 


drinkers of the East, particu- 
larly of upstate New York, 
familiarity breeds content. At 
least so the escalating sales of 
New York wines would sug- 
gest. 


The wines that connoisseurs 


have studiously ignored—even 
the best of them such as the 
more delicate Eastern varie- 
tals and the newer French 
hybrids — scarcely command 
sober scrutiny. 


However, a new star has 


recently risen in the New 
York firmament, marking one 
of the most radical turnabouts 
in wine history. The name of 
the revolutionary is Dr. Kon- 
stantin Frank, and in the 20 
years since his immigration 
from Europe he has done 
nothing less than to grow the 
European grapes and make 
fine wines from them in New 
York. 


Dr. Frank's Riesling, Char- 


donnay, and several other 
wines already are becoming 
famous. They show what can 


be done in New York, and 
what surely will be done by 
other growers in years to 
come.

Does Your Child Speak Badly 


How good is your school-age 


-child's diction? Who and what 
does he hope to be as an 
'adult? His professional, occu- 
pational, or social aspirations 
will be affected by the way he 
speaks. Unfair? Perhaps. But 
it's a fact of life that people 
who "speak the same lan- 
guage" tend to stick together. 
For example, if your son or 
daughter plans on a career in 
the communications I n d u s - 
tries, in education or in man- 
agement, he or she had better 
acquire the kind of diction and 
vocabulary that is the com- 
mon com of those who are 
active in these occupations. 
And the same principle holds 
true in any other career. 


If your child lisps, stutters, 


mispronounces or slurs words 
and runs them together, or if 
he has a limited vocabulary, 
you had best intervene at the 
earliest p o s s i b l e moment. 
He'll not learn automatically 
to speak with clarity later if 
he now sounds as if he had a 
mouth full of mush. The 
longer you wait the more 
difficult it will be for him to 
rid himself of a poor speech 
habit. But don't make a 
"thing" of your child's sloppy 
diction. Don't correct or fuss 
at him constantly. Give him a 
chance to hear and to correct 
himself without his being 
made to feel stupid. You may 
have taught him badly in 
early childhood or his poor 
speech is i n f l u e n c e d by 
friends whom he imitates. 


Some children lisp or stutter 


because of a perceptual, emo- 
tional, or physical impair- 
ment. In that case, take your 


child to a qualified physician 
and to a speech therapist. In 
the absence of any motor or 
other d i f f i c u l t y that they 
might be able to diagnose and 
treat, you can encourage your 
child to sound like his favorite 
radio or TV announcer, by 
allowing him to improve his 
speech by himself. 


Give your child a small, 


inexpensive cassette tape re- 
corder and suggest that he 
read to it and record his 
diction every evening for 
about ten minutes. Then let 
him play the tape back to 
himself to notice and correct 
his speech errors. He should 
then read and record the 
same passage on a d&fferent 
cassette, so that he can make 
a comparison in his improve- 
ment. Without direct inter- 
vention from you, your child 
is likely to become conscious 
of how he sounds to others and 
he may quickly learn to speak 
better and more clearly. A 
few weeks of these exercis$ 
is usually sufficient. 
He'll 


have the tape recorder and 
the re-usable cassettes to use 
as he likes thereafter. 


This is the kind of relaxed, 


at home guidance that, better 
than criticism, can correct 
bad habits in a way that is 
rewarding and effective. Such 
a method is more productive 
than "banging" on your son 
or daughter for real or im- 
agined faults. Even "working" 
with him or her usually turns 
into a jailor-prisoner relation- 
ship. You sit there tapping 
your foot, frustrated with 
your child's lack of interest or 
progress while he plots to 
escape your lessons.

Area officials and others in- 


terested in the project will get a 
closer look at it May 27 at a 
public forum conducted by The 
Post-Crescent and S t a t i o n 
WLUK-TV at The Pioneer Inn, 
Oshkosh.

Some of the techniques could 


be easily implemented on the 
Lower Fox while others would 
require purchasing equipment.

Several Methods 


The methods include better 


USP of the lake to control the 
river water level; aeration of 
water by turbine venting in 
power plants and by sending 
water over spillways instead of 
through sluice gates; mechani- 
cal aeration and oxygen inject- 


ing by which machines pump 
oxygen into a small area of 
water, and using a physical- 
chemical treatment process de- 
signed by The Institute of Paper 
Chemistry and a Michigan firm 
on pulp and paper wastes and 
on mixed industrial-municipal 
wastes. 


The proposal also calls for 


more intense selective treat- 
ment methods at certain points 
in the river where excessively 
strong oxygen demand, possibly 
caused by a treatment plant 
breakdown, threaten the water 
quality.

The church will have a 


seating capacity of about 100. 
A divider will be installed to 
allow a portion of it to be 
used for Sunday School.

tentatively planned for the 
exterior with the beH from me 
old church to be mounted 
separately. The new building 
is expected to be completed 
by early autumn. 


The decision to look to a 


building program came when 
members felt they no longer 
wanted to spend money on the 
present church which is in 
need of major renovation and 
lacks all modern conveni- 
ences, with the exception of 
electricity. 


Did it Before 


Building a new church was 


nothing new to the pastor, the 
Rev. Mrs. Lorene Iwakiri. She 


had directed a similar pro- 
gram in Chicago, also in an 
almost all-Catholic area, as 
Stockbridge is today. 


Methodism started in the 


area in 1832 when the Rev. 
John Qark, from New York, 
visited the Green Bay mis- 
sion. It was not however, until 
1837, when Rev. H. W. Frink 
was in the Chicago district 
that he came to Green Bay 
via Milwaukee and stayed for 
two nights in the Stoekbridge 
and Brothertown area, cover- 
ing himself with a buffalo 
robe. Rev. Frink preached his 
first sermon January 25, 1838 
in the old log school at 
Brothertown, five miles south 
of here. 


In 1838 a new circuit was 


formed of Fond du Lac and 
Deansburg, as Brothertown 
was originally called, with 
Rev. Jessie Halstead as mini- 
ster. In 1842 the trustees were 
elected to build a church — 
the first Methodist Church in 
Calumet County. It was re- 
placed in 1845. The congrega- 
tion had 27 whites and 106 


Indians.

Miller writes of "Thirty 
Years in the Itinerary" of the 
revivals. In the" two-day meet- 
ing in a barn one half mile 
west of Stockbridge Mission 
House, Jacob Chicks, Chief of 
the Stockbridge Nation was 
converted.

Mission H o u s e was the
